felf}. We areal apt to be proud and 
conceited of ofr opinions, and this 
pride and conceit make us fo tenaci- 
ous, that we retufe to SIVE up the 
moft infignificant of them, even if 
we ihould lofe a friend by it. Now 
dll ‘this conceit muft be deftroyed, and 
you muft allow, the man who has 
fucceeded in domg that, has. attain- 
ed no {mall portion of felf-dental and 
felf-command., 

Before [ acquired this, [ led a very 
unhappy life. Ihad certain notions, 
and maxims and fentiments which, 
as in duty bound, I thought were ve- 
ry excellent of the kind, and fuch as 
no man could gainfay or anfwer, but f 
perpetually had the bad fortune to fall 
in, with people who were of a quite 
contrary way Of thinking, and con- 
tradicted me without the leafit cere~ 
mony, and that too very often, fuch 
is the ingratitude of mankind, when 
they were eating my meat and drink- 
ing my wine. I thought that peaple 
who give dinners have a night notito 
be contradicted, but there are certam 
untoward fpirits whom no proportion 
of the good things of this lite. can 
molify, and who would rather ffarve, | 
or what is nearly .as bad, live upon 
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bread and cheefe, rather than give up 
a favourite opinion. 

The confequence of this was, fir, 
that although we met in_ perfect 
cood humour, we generally parted 
very indifferent friends, and very much 
out of concest with op¢ another, tor 
it never was then known that contra- 
diction is the bane of good humour, 
and that people never live fo happily 
as when they give full toleration to 
each others abfurdities.

‘There is one fubject, fir, on 
which every. man thinks he can talk, 
that is, the Weather, and it was a 
fubject which F thought TF underftood 
perfectly, but | happened to have one 
or two friends who confidered them- 
felves as poffefling an exclufive privi- 
lege to fay it was cold, when it was 
cold, and hot when it was hot. One 
of them hada very accurate thermo- 
meter, and no perfon was allowed to 
fay whether the day was hot or cold, 
before he had contulted his glafs.— 
"The other had certain aches and pains, 
and fhooting of corns, without the af- 
fiftance of which we were not fuppo- 
fed to know any more of an Eng- 
lifh fummer than the people in Sibe- 
ria do.. If we contradigted each 
other on fuch fubjects, you may be 
pretty certain we did not agree on 
others of more confequence. I was 
at laft even deprived of the ftate of 
my health, which every man_ thinks

tioned to Mrs. Boddington, about hal 
a year before the feparation took 
place ; after which fhe thought Mrs, 
Boddington did not behave with he 
ufual kindnefs to her hufband. 

Mr. Cline, furgeon, faid he- hac 
known Mr. S. Boddington tor fever 
years: that he had frequently Vititec 
him after his marrage, and that he 
thought Mrs. Boddington appeared 
to have been extremely attentive to 
her hufband, and affectionate to her 
children, the'eldeft of whom was four 
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and the other two years of age. He 
had frequently dined with them, but 
never obferved any thing parucular 
in the behaviour ot the defendant to- 
wards Mrs. Boddington. 

Jofeph Street, a clerk in the houtfe 
of Mefirs. Boddington was examined. 
We defcribed them to be Weit India 
merchants, who traded to the amount 
of trom 300,0001 to §00,cool. per 
vear. He faid, that the detendant was 
admitted a partner about three years 
ago; that for the firft year he had 
only one-third fhare of the profts of 
the bufinefs, but fer the two lait he 
had four-rinths. He fpoke of the 
great degreeot happineis that appear- 
ed to fubfift between the plamiuff and 
his wife till their feparation, and de- 
feribed her to have always been ex- 
tremely referved in her behaviour.— 
On being fhewn the letters before al- 
luded to, he declared them to be the 
defendant’s writing, as were alto the 
avatts tor 200]. and gool.

In that performance 
there appeared to be a total abfence of 
this pervading genius ; though every 
individucl figure was,correétly drawn 
andto the action of each as careful 
an attention was paid, asif it were a 
fet academy figure.’ Here feemed to 
be nothing left to chance: all the 
nymphs (the fubject was the bath, of 
Diana) were what the ladies call. im 
attitudes ; yet, without being able to 
ceniure it for incorrectnefs or any other 
defe&t, [thought it one of the cold- 
eit and moft infipid pictures Lever be- 
held. 

The works of Rubens have that. 
peculiar property always attendant’ 
on genius, toattractattention, and en- 
force admiration, in fpife of all their 
faults. It is owing to this fafcinating 
power that the performances of thofe 
painters with which he is furrounded, 
though they have, perhaps, fewer 
defects, yet appear {piritlefs, tame, 
and infipid ; fuch as the altar-pieces 
of Crayer, Schutz, Segers, Heyfens, 
T'yfens, Van Bulen, and the reft. 
They are done by men whofe hands, 
and indeed all their faculties, appear 
to have ‘been cramped’and confined ; 
and it is evident that every thing they 
did was the effeét of great labour and 
pains.

Pope. By Fofeph Warten, D. D. 


JHATEVER might be the 
imperiections ot our great 


Poet’s perfon or temper, yet the vi- 
gour, force, and activity of his mind 
were almoft unparalleled. His whole 
lite, andevery hour of it, in ficknefs 
and im health, was devoted folely, and 
with unremuting diligence, to culti- 
vate that one art in which he had de- 
termined to excel. . Many other poets 
have been unavoidabiy immerfed in 
bufimeis, im wars, in politics, and di- 
vetted trom their favourite bias and 
puriuns. Of Pope it might truly and 
folely be faid, Ver/us amat, hoc fudet 
unum. His whole thoughts, time, 
and talents were fpent on his works 
alone : which works, if we difpafh- 
onately and carefully review, we 
fhall find that the largeft portion of 
them, (for he attempted nothing of 
the epic or dramatic) is of the didactic, 
moral, and fatiric kind; and, confe- 
guently, not of the moit poetic {pe- 
cies of poetry. ‘There is nothing in 
fo fublime a ftyle asthe Bard of Gray. 
This is a matter of fad, not of rea- 


fexing ; and means to point out, what 


Pope has actually done, not what, it 
he had put out his full itrength, he 
was cafiable of doing. .NoO «man 
can poflibly think, orcan hint, that 
the author of the Rafe of the Lack, 
and the E/o:/fa, wanted imagination, 
or fenfidility, or frathetic ; wt he 
certainly did not fo often indulge and 
exert thoie talents, nor five fo many 
proots of them, as he did of ftrong 
jenfe and judgment.

Of Epigrams. 
PIGRAMS are a fpecies of 


1 compoiition, which, on ac- 
count of their brevity, may appear to, 
be of eafy execution. ‘True itis, they” 
are always fhort, but it will not from 
thence follow, that the production of 
them is eafy. Befides concifenefs, 
what feems effential to a good epi- 
gram, are ftrength and vivacity, fup~ 
pofing the matter of it to be conforme 
able to truth, for the abfence of which, 
in every kind of writing, nothing can 
atone. Now, if we may judge from 
experience, to make an epigram, fuc- 
cinct as it is, muft rather be a diff- 
cult attainment, fince fo few have 
fucceeced in its compofjtion. 

But that we may go ta the bottom 
of this fubject, let us enquire more 
particularly, What is an epigram? 
If we atiend to the etymology of the 
word, it. 1s literally an inicriptian, 
that which is written on a thing, as on 
a ftatuecr picture, for inftance. The 
appellation originally referred to the 
fentence on the ftatue or picture; but 
by degrees it paffed to the notification 
of the record abftraéted from the 
work, and exifting merely in books ; 
or of fomething which was written in 
confequence of the primitive propofi- 
tion, and which thereby became the 
infcription of an infcription, or the 
epigram of an epigram. At laft, 
even this general meaning was refolv- 
ed into one {till more comprehenfive ; 
whence the term came to fignify 
what it now does, in critical lan- 
guage, a brief poem executed in a ner-

trade was never known to be fo good, or linen fo 
dear as fince the commencement of the war; the 
export of that ariicle has been doubled, and even 
a common weaver can earn three fhillings a day: 
Perhaps it was from this very wealth and profpe- 
rity that their crimes and treafons arife, as they 
give them an opportunity to hope that they are 
now ftrong enough to throw off the connedtion 
with England.
